Valley. The F-4's had been as- 
signed to protect waves of F- 
105 Thunderchiefs raiding sur- 
face - to • air missile sites 
throughout toe valley. 


The spokesman said he had no

This week, about 60,000 tax. 


payers out of the millions of 
us receiving our 1966 income 
tax forms are getting an ex. 
perimental tax form 1040Q — 
representing 
a dramatically 


new approach by the Internal 
Revenue Service toward sim- 
plification of our income tax 
forms. 


The "simplified" IMOQruns 


to seven pages in contrast to 
the familiar two pages of "long 
form" 1040 and the stripped 
down "card form" of 1040A. 


It is in the form of a ques- 


tionnaire, in contrast to the 
straight directions on the forms 
to which 68 million of us have 
become accustomed over the 
years. 


It is interlarded with instruc- 


tions designed to mate ansv.er- 
Ing the questions more conven- 
ient, in contrast to form 1040 
which demands frequent refer- 
ence to the instruction pam- 
phlet. 


It is, without doubt, a major 


attempt on the part of IRS 
Commissioner Sheldon S, Co- 
hen to obey President John- 
son's order to make our tax 
forms "less ominous"—and for 
this the least the IRS deserves 
is an "A" for effort. 


But after an objective study 


of the handsome blue ink-on. 
white 1040Q (."Q" stands far 
questionnaire), I think Cohen is 
eminently correct 
in saying 


"nobody knows, yet" whether 
it is simpler. 


The very seven-page length 


of 1040Q could be a psycholog. 
ical deterrent. And this is so 
even though the phrasing of 
some of t'le questions does 
clarify the bafflegab of income 
tax instructions. 


If adopted lor the r.afcon in 


1968, 
1040Q 
Tkoald 
be just 


another optional return added 
to the ones we already have, 
and millions of us wouldn't be 


able to use it even if we want- 
ed to. For instance, you couldn't 
use it if you own and operate a 
business, a farm, or are a mem. 
ber of a partnership. You would 
have to continue using form 
1040. Nor could you file it if 
you use "income averaging." 
You also would have to con. 
tinue filing 1040. A "simpli. 
fication" which complicatesthe 
very choice of the right form 
surely leaves much to be de. 
sired. 


It still would demand fre. 


quent references to the IRS's 
instruction pamphlet. OP. sev- 
eral pages of 1040Q, in fact, 
the IRS tells the taxpayer to 
consult specified pages in ihe 
instruction booklet. 


It would not eliminate the 


need for millions of us to fill 
out and attach separage pages 
to our regular tax fornu 


You still would have to fill 


out and attach Schedule B if 
you get annuities, rents, roy- 
alties, the like. . . .Or Schedule 
D if you have capital gains or 
losses. . . .Or Form 2440 if 
you receive Sick Pay. . . . 
Or Form 3903 if you have mov- 
ing expenses. , . .Etc, . . . 


The fundamental fact is that 


our tax forms must remain 
appallingly complex a-s long as 
our tax laws are so loaded 
with special treatments, spe. 
cial benefits, special consider. 
ati cms. 


As just one illustration, study 


this 1040Q section on moving 
expenses—which affects 
mil. 


lions of us each year.

home because of a new job or 
job location which would have 
increased the distance from 
your old home to your new job 
or job location by 20 or more 
miles if you hadn't moved?

The 60,000 who *re getting

Whatever the responses, they 
should help improve our future 
income tax forms.

WASHINGTON — Eiwyone 


knows the Viet war is costly, 
but no one realized how costly, 
until the other day when the 
Washington Post revealed that 
it costs $331,000 to kill one 
Viet Cong. The writer arrived 
at his figure by talcing the month, 
ly average of enemy killed and 
dividing it by the montly cost of 
the war, which now seems to be 
running at a rate of :H.7 billion. 


If these figures tre correct, 


It would take $332 million to 
kill 1,000 of the enemy, and 
even if we found a. division of 
North Vietnamese soldiers we 
wouldn't have the funds to des. 
troy it. ' 


It is obvious that if we want 


to have both guns and butter in 
1967 
we're going to have to cut 


down the cost of knocking off 
the Viet Coag. 


Better brains than I have been 


working on the problem, and 
while no decision has been 
made, these are a few uf the 
suggestions that the experts 
have come up with. 


It has been proposed that 


instead of bombs, American 
planes drop new automobiles 
that have been Called in for 
defects on the suburbs of Hanoi. 
Once enough cars have been 
dropped, the North Vietnamese 
would proceed to kill each other 
on their own highways (provid. 
ing we don't destroy the high- 
•ways). The main value of this 
plan, besides eliminating the 
enemy, is that it would solve 
the problem of what the United 
States should do with its un- 
safe cars. 


Another project that is be- 


ing given close study is to drop 
pamphlets on North Vietnam and 
Viet Cong zones offering anyone 
who deserts to our side a 
$25,000 home, free education 
for his children, color tele, 
vision and a paid-up member, 
ship in the country club of his 
choice. 


If the Viet Cong deserter pre* 


fers, we could give him a num. 
bered bank account in Switzer- 
land so Ho Chi Minh would never 
find out about it. 


Still another suggestion is 


that the United States build 
American-type factories all a. 
long the North-South Vietnam 
border. The smokes from the 
factories, with the help of a 
prevailing southeasterly wind, 
would pollute the air of North 
Vietnam and the Communists 
would slowly expire. It might 
take a little longer than other 
methods of eliminating the ene- 
my, but the- factories could be 
making war materials, so all 
the effort would not be wasted. 


This is a little far out and 


would require a great deal of 
coordination, but there are sup- 
posed to be quite a few Ameri- 
can draft dodgers in Canada. 
In exchange for an amnesty we 
would persuade them to go to 
Hanoi, and they could teach 
North Vietnamese students how 
to avoid THEIR draft. If there 
were enouuh North Vietnamese 
draft dcdsers who would refuse 
to fight, we could save several 
bill'on dollars a year. 


No idea is too far-fetched in 


time of war, and one that is 
also being considered has to do 
with giving out "contracts" to 
certain people in the American 
underworld. The going rate in 
the underworld to wipe out 
somebody is $25,000. 


The idea would be for the 


United States to make a "con* 
tract" with an underworld syn. 
dicate and let private enter- 
prise take ever the elimina- 
tion of our Viet Cong friends. 


These are only a few of the 


suggestions that are being con- 
sidered. The reason why a sola, 
tion to the problem has to be 
found fast is that at the present 
cost of fighting the enemy we 
really can't afford to wipe them 
out. As a matter of fact, the 
less Viet Cong we kill, the 
more money we save and the 
stronger our economy will be 
to fight the war.

The Immortal Stardust Case 


WASHINGTON — Has anyone 


noticed that disk jockeys these 
days never refer to "Hoagy Car- 
michael's 
immortal 
'Star- 


dust' "? 


A few years ago "Hoagy Car. 


michael's immortal 'Stardust'" 
was a basic component of every 
disk jockey's vocabulary. "And 
now," they would say, "Hoagy 
Carmichael's immortal 'Star- 
dust.' " Sometimes you sus. 
pected they played the song just 
because it gave them a chance 
to 
murmur 
that satisfying 


phrase. 


Alas, "Stardust" has proved 


as mortal as all else, and 
"Hoagy Carmiehael's immortal 
'Stardust' " has passed out of 
the language, leaving less of a 
trace 
than "23-skidoo" or 


"make the world safe for de- 
mocracy." 


The death of such phrases 


tells us a little something of 
where we have been and which 
way we are going, and if they 
seem silly in retrospect if might- 
be good before laughing to listen 
a little more closely to some of 
the vogue phrases that have re. 
placed them. 


The passing of "Hoagy Car- 


michael's 
immortal 
'Star- 


dust,' " tells us, for example, 
of the fading of the age of 
swing—not to be confused with 
the present age of "swingers" 
—and of the cultural triumph 
of rock 'n» roll. The disk jockey 
phrase today is an uaspellable 
noice—something lika "bwe8n= 
bweengbweengbweengbweeng." 


It is not a question of whether 


this represents humanity in pro- 
gress; the important thing is 
that "Bweenbweengbweengbwe- 
engbweeng" seems to satisfy us 
as a form of communication, 
while "Hoagy Cartnichael's im- 
mortal 'Stardust* " sounds so 
quaintly old-fashioned that it 
tickles our funnybones. 


Nowadays, of course, we 


wouldn't say "tickles our fun. 
nybone." The contemporary 
phrase is "It's a gas." Psy- 
chologists could support a six- 
day symposium trying to ex. 
plain this one, so why try here? 


It is curious that we let be- 


loved old phrases expire ana 
trundle off to the Old Phrases' 
Burying Ground without even 
noticing that they have left us. 
Who, 
for example, has noted 


dere, Charlie?" 


Anyone who tried out old

ly two centuries ago. For one 
thing, in that first session of

greats had to figure out what 
to do; there was no precedent, 


Additionally, there were such

—which of course proved most 
impractical (to say nothing of 
the fact that it couldn't be done) 
and which unquestionably in 
those days made legislative fid.

Scranton, remains to be seen. 


Neither Mr. Lawrence nor

Scranton,

such '•first year legislative hon- 
eymoons". Democratic Gover- 
nor Lawrence throughout his 
entire four-year tenure had to 
brave a split Legislature, with 
only a Democratic House to his 
credit.

U. S. 
To Push 
Harmony 


WASHINGTON—The biggest 


foreign policy development to 
watch in the year 1367 is the un- 
official alignment between the 
USA and the USSR. 


Despite public speeches in 


Moscow berating U.S. imperial- 
ism in Vietnam, and despite 
speeches 
in Washington de- 


nouncing communism, the Sov- 
iet and American governmerits 
are deliberately settling into a 
groove in which the two would 
move toward world peace. 


This has brought howls of 


anguish from Peking, where the 
radio almost ever;.- wee* de. 
nounces the Russians as the 
"stooges for American :;uli- 
tary imperialists." 


Significantly the current pol- 


icy is the one advocated by Ni. 
kita Khrushchev but generally 
rejected by John F. Kennedy 
until near the end of his career. 


In August, 1961, during the 


height of the Berlin crisis, 
Khrushchev tcid me at the end 
of a two-day interview: "Please 
tell President Kennedy that if 
our two nations can stand to- 
gether, no nation can ever start 
a war." 


He was referring chiefly to 


Red China, 


Kennedy did not lake Khrush- 


chev up on this offer until the 
summer of 1963, a f*>w months 
before JFK was assassinated, 
Meanwhile, Khrushchev had his 
own problems •with the Red 
Army and Russian defense in- 
dustttes. The latter are just 
as demanding for orders as 
Boeing, General Dynamics and 
the big defense plants in the 
United States, They joined the 
army in objecting to Khrush- 
chev's budget cuts and his with- 
drawal from Cuba during the 
missile crisis without getting 
any return concessions from 
to* United States. 


Kennedy had exacted a tough 


price from Khrushcnev in Cuba 
—«. complete and ignominious 
withdrawal which was excellent 
politics for the Democratic 
party three weeks before an 
important Congressional elec- 
tion. 


But Khrushchev also faced 


political problems at home, and 
both Adlai' Stevenson and Aver- 
ell Harriman urged Kennedy to 
agree to withdraw American 
intermediate-range 
missiles 


from Turkey in order to pacify 
Khrushchev's domestic critics. 
The Joint Chiefs Of Staff had 
recommended that these mis- 
siles be withdrawn anyway as 
valueless. And they have now 
been withdrawn. But at that 
time—October, 
1962—Kennedy 


refused to make an;, public 
statement linking the Russian 
withdrawal from Cuba with air 
missile withdrawal from Tur- 
key. 


Leonid Brezhnev, who re- 


placed 
Khrushchev, had the 


backing of the Red Army and 
Soviet 
defense 
industries. 


Brezhnev, then in charge of in- 
dustrial production, was con. 
sidered a sure bet to increase 
military spending. 


U. S. intelligence agencies 


have now verified what I re. 
ported in 1961, that Khrushchev 
had consistently opposed the 
Soviet defense lobby. Brezhnev 
immediately boosted the de. 
fense budget by more than 50 
per cent, U.S. intelligence now 
reports that the 12 billion ruble 
budget for 1965 was only half 
what the Soviet Union actually 
spent for defense. The results 
have now been photographed by 
American espionage satellites 
and show more than 300 new 
ICBM missile sites and the be- 
ginnings of an anti-missile mis. 
sile system. 


The political picture inside 


Hussia is now fairly clear. Pre. 
.,i,er AlexeiKosygin, who favor, 
ed 
consumer 
spending 
as 


against military spending, has 
been out in front taking the bows, 
partly to placate the Russian 
people, also to placate the 
United States. But Brezhnev, 
who favored military spending, 
has been the power behind the 
scenes. 


Now that Russia has narrowed 


the missile gap down to about 
three to one favoring the United 
States, there are definite signs 
that the Soviet military budget 
is being whittled dovi. 


American reports frcm Mos- 


cow indicate thatthe recent pub. 
He announcement of a military 
increase was issued chiefly to 
political effect. Actually the 
military budget is being cut 
back. Now that Brezhnev is 
more secure, he is emerging 
as the real Soviet boss.

Saigon Approves 
Brown Peace Plan

SAIGON — The South Viet- 


lumese go\ernment informed 
Lordcm yesterday that it would 
be willing to take part in the 
peace conference proposed by 
Britain. 


Responding to an invitation 


issued last Friday by George 
Brown, tne British Foreign 
Secretary, the Saigon regime 
followed the lead of the United 
States, as had been anticipated. 
President Johnson accepted the 
invitation soon after its is- 
snance. 


Hanoi Radio, however, de- 


nounced the proposal as an at' 
tempt to "deceive world opin- 
ion" and described Brown as 
Johnson's "spokesman." 


The broadcast, monitored 


here last night, said the pro- 
posal "was nothing new com- 
pared with United States terms 
for unconditional talks." 
It 


suggested that Brown had made 
his offer in an effort to mollify 
the leftwing of the Labor Party. 


Saigon analysts said that the 


North Vietnamese statement ap- 
peared to dim, if not completely 
foreclose, any chance that a 
conference would actually be 
convened by Britain. 


Dr. Tran Van Do, the South 


Vietnamese Foreign Minister, 
said the contents of the note 
to Britain would not be dis- 
closed for 
a day or two. 


The Foreign Minister added, 


however, that the substance of 
the message was "that the Viet- 
namese government agrees in 
principle to the proposal be- 
cause we always want to show 
our good will for peace in Viet- 
nam." 


It was believed, that Premier 


Nguyer Cao Ky and the other 
members of the predominantly 
military ruling junta had baen 
pleaded by the British offer be- 
cause it excluded the National 
Liberation Front, the political 
organ of the Viet Cong. The 
generals have consistently op- 
posed talks with the front, 


Lt. Gen. Nguyen Van Thieu, 


the chief of state, said his gov- 
ernment has always considered 
itself "the victims of aggres- 
sion" and had always been 
"ready to talk peace in any 
place."

State Legislature 
Convenes Today; 
Scranton Bows Out 


HARRISBURG (AP) — In a 


long . standing ceremonial pro- 
cedure, the 151st general as. 
sembly will meet for the first 
time today at noon to consider 
the problems of the 190-year- 
old State of Pennsylvania. 


A highlight of the afternoon 


will be a farewell speech by the 
state's 39th governor, '.Villiam 
E. Scranton. His successor, 
Raymond P. Shafer, will pre- 
side over the joint session as 
Scranton's lieutenant governor. 


Scranton will be addressing a 


legislature controlled fully by 
Republicans for the first time 
since the 1964 elections, when 
Democrats gained control of the 
House. 


Meanwhile, leaders of t h e 


Democratic party say they will 
try to see to it that the Repub- 
licans in both houses follow 
through on their campaign plat, 
form, which both parties agree 
is probably the most liberal in 
GOP history. 
The session opens with the 203 


house members and 50 sena- 
tors-elect taking their oaths of 
office and installing the chief 
officers of both chambers. Then 
the two chambers will assemble 
to hear Scranton's final mes- 
sage. There will be no live ra. 
dio or television coverage of 
the address. 


Republican leaders say the 


question of ta^es may be one of 
the most important confronting 
the General Assembly. 


"The question of taxes islike- 


ly to be the most important is- 
sue of the session since so 
many items in our platform are 
tied to it in the budget," said 
Rep, 
Kenneth B. Lee, a Sulli. 


van County Republican who is 
to be elected Speaker of the 
House. 


Sen. Robert D, Fleming, an 


Allegheny Republican who has 
been chosen by the majority Re- 
publicans as their candidate for 
the Senate president pro tern, 
pore, said mandated increases 
in spending for present pro. 
grams and a possible cutback 
in federal domestic spending 
would compound the question of 
additional state revenues, 


"I certainly don't advocate a 


tax increase,'' Fleming said. 


However, he added, "That'sthe 
only way I know of to pay for 
the programs if we have to 
come up with more money." 


It has been estimated that 


spending for the 1967-68 fiscal 
year will increase by some $200 
million because of legislation 
enacted m past years. This does 
not include any additional pro- 
grams that might be passed by 
the new General Assembly. 


While Republicans talked of 


taxes, the Democrats, who lost 
their majority power in the 
house in the November election, 
said they had put Republican 
Gov.-elect Raymond P. Shafer 
and the GOP on notice that they 
wanted to see the Republican 
platform followed. 


"I dare say that 90 per cent 


of both party platforms were 
very similar," said Rep. Herb- 
ert Fineman, a Philadelphia 
Democrat and House majority 
leader. "V/e're agreed on what 
must be done, now let's do it. 
We're prepared to support the 
Republicans in that endeavor." 


The Republicans attained a 


104-99 margin in the House, 
where 102 votes constitute a 
majority. In the Sen ate, with one 
election still undecided, they 


hold a 27-22 margin. A majority 
is 26 votes. Both houses were 
elected under a state Supreme 
Court reapportionment plan.

Society is not allnpowerful; it is, in fact, no more powerful 
than the individuals that comprise it, and they are human and 
have every right to show it.

OUTBREAKS OF TB 


In aii analysis of more than a hundred epidemics 


of tuberculosis in 12 countries, it was found that the 
outbreaks had certain circumstances in common. In 
the first place, a large number of those exposed to 
the germs lacked immunity (tuberculin negative); sec. 
ondly, the disseminator usually had a large number of 
tubercle bacilli in his sputum. 


The concentration of germs spewed into the air de- 


pends not only upon the number expelled in the sputum 
but upon the fluidity of the discharge and the frequency 
and forcefulness of coughing. Of equal importance is 
whether the infected individual covers the mouth when 
coughing. 


Three uu! ;>f four ol the epidemics were in schools, 


but adults, rather than youngsters were responsible. 
Teachers usually are the source but epidemics have 
been tracod ti> a 1,-us driver, custodian, or cook. Older 


f'i ar>' 
! adolescents with chronic pulmonary tu- 


berculosis are responsible occasionally. 


Eight members of a British military band developed 


active tuberculosis within a short period, of time. The 
source of the Infection was a young clarinet player. 
It was believed that the disease spread rapidly because 
band players exhale more air than average persons 
and do so with greater force. The air contains a great- 
er concentration of bacilli in the circumstances. 


Most epidemics develop within a short time. It is 


not difficult to pinpoint the source if all in contact with 
the victims agree to a tuberculin test and chest X-ray. 
The infected adult or adolescent should be treated in a 
sanatorium. The adolescent should not return to school 
until the disease is arrested for three to six months. 
Young children can be treated at home. Those having 
no symptoms can return to school provided they are 
under medical supervision and receive isoniazid or 
PAS for at least a year.

Mean Trouble, 
Doctors Declare 


CHICAGO (AP) ~ A needle in 


the carpet is found too often by 
the knees of women and chil- 
dren, two doctors assert, and 
the result is usually severe in- 
jury. 


A report on 21 such cases in 


Dearborn, Mich., and St. Louis, 
was published today in the Jour, 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. 


Trouble often comes when a 


housewife drops a sewing needle 
and then kneels on the carpet 
to look for it. The result, said 
Drs. R. H. Ramsey of Dearborn 
and Floyd G. Goodman of St. 
Louis, is predictable — 


"A flash of pain in one knee. 


She gasps, leaps to her feet. 
Blindly, she yanks the tiny steel 
shaft from her flesh and applies 
an antiseptic to toe wound." 


But, -straightening the knee 


often breaks the needle shaft, 
leaving part of it imbedded in 
the knee joint to irritate nerves 
and tissue at every movement.

tors said, should be removed 
by surgery after careful Xjay 
checks to locate fragments.

Target of the move is Senate 


Rule 22 requiring a two-thirds 
majority of the senators voting 
to cut off debate, but exactly 
what change will be sought was 
left up in the air. 


"A change must be secured 


that, while protecting the right 
of full debate, will enable a ma- 
jority of senators ultimately to 
resolve an issue by voting," the 
letter says. 


An accompanying memoran- 


dum says; "The large body of 
senators favoring modification 
of the cloture (debate-closing) 
rule 
is 
divided into three 


groups: 


"Those favoring a change 


from two-thirds to three-fifths 
of those present and voting; 
those favoring cloture by con- 
stitutional majority, or 51 mem- 
bers; 
and 
those favoring a 


simple majority of the members 
present and voting." 


But it says the group is not 


divided on the principle that at 
the start of anew Congress, aft. 
er a reasonable time for dobate, 
"a majority of the Senate has 
the 
constitutional 
right 
to 


change its rules free of obstruc- 
tion from past Senates." 


Opponents of any change ir. 


the present two-thirds rule con- 
tend that the Senate, with only 
one*third of its members elect- 
ed every two years, is a con- 
tinuing body and its rules auto, 
matically carry over. 


The bipartisan group wants to 


establish that the Senate has a 
right to determine its rules by 
majority vote without having to 
muster a two-thirds majority to 
break a filibuster against a pro- 
posed change.

The widow's letter so touched 


the general and his staff that 
they decided to do something 
for the more than 900 1st Divi- 
sion soldiers, who have died in 
the jungles of Vietnam since the 
division arrived i. year and a 
half ago. 


Th_- scholarship fund idea 


swept the division with a wave 
of enthusiasm. The motto, "The 
Big Red One takes care of its 
own," has since become one of 
the great morale 
incentives 


within the division, although the 
general insists that morale had 
nothing to do with the idea for 
the program. 


So far, the division has raised 


enough money to provide $1,500 
scholarships to a college or 
technical school for about half 
of the male offspring of its men 
killed in action. It was found, 
upon searching the files, that 
only about 150 of the more than 
900 killed had male children. 
Most are young, about 3 to 5, 
and the money doesn't have to 
be paid out until they reach col- 
lege age, so the scholarship 
money will be invested. It is 
expected almost to double in 


value with interest. 


The general also hopes to in- 


terest a private philanthropic 
organization in matching what 
the GIs raise. The fund is ad- 
ministered by the Society of the 
1st Division in Philadelphia, 
which invests the money and 
processes the scholarships.

Theft of British Art 
Leaves Question: Why? 


LONDON (AP) — One facet 


that perplexes Britons about the 
great art theft from the Dulwich 
College Gallery is—why? 


What motivated the theft or 


thieves who broke into the gal* 
lery near London between Fn. 
day 
evening 
and 
Saturday 


morning 
and made off 
with 


eight 
painting masterpieces 


worth $7 million? 


In the words of Sir John Roth- 


enstein, who was director of the 
Tate Gallery in London for 
nearly 30 years: "All motives 
seem to be improbable,butran. 
som is the least improbable." 


The three Rembrandts and 


the three Rubens — as well as 
the two works by the lesser 
classic artists Gerald Dou, a 
pupil of Rembrandt, and Adam 
Elseheimer — are world known 
and could hardly be sold to any 
gallery or collector. 


In fact, Rembrandt's "Girl at 


a Window" is one of the world's 
greatest art treasures because 
of its charm and the psychologi. 
cal depth that only Rembrandt 
could give to a subject often 
treated by other Dutch painters. 


The theory 
was advanced 


shortly after the theft that a 
mad millionaire engineered the 
theft so he could sit and gloat 
over 
his ill-gotten 
master- 


pieces. But James Fitton, a 
trustee of the Royal Academy 
who put forth this suggestion, 
had Monday a more mundane 
theory: "I think it was the work 
of just an ordinary burglary 
gang which was misled by high 
auction prices." 


The ransom theory is the 


most popular among police. The 
paintings were not injured. 


As Sir Kennety Clark, art ex. 


pert who had been director of 
the national gallery, put it: 
"The motive is usually to col- 
lect the insurance. In this case, 
perhaps the robbers did not 
know that insurance was impos- 
sible." 


It would thus appear that the 


thieves have no clear idea — or 
way — of cashing in o.i the pic. 
hires. Most paintings stolen in 
recent years have been recov* 
ered when the thieves found 
that possession of them was too 
dangerous.
